Intend to write ſome account of an earthquake fa- 
mous for the ruin and conflagration of a moſt 
populous city; an event worthy of being com- 
- mitted to memory, and handed down to lateſt 
poſterity. For never was there a more dreadful ca- 
taſtrophe either ſeen or heard of in this country; inſo- 
much, that one would think the Deity was refolved 
to puniſh the iniquities of many ages in a ſingle day. 


In- the year therefore of our Lord one thouſand 
ſeven hundred and fifty-five, on Saturday the firſt 
of November, about 10 o'clock in the morning, 
the weather being then very ſerene, and the es 
calm, a dreadful noiſe was heard, like a rumbling 
under ground ; when the whole country about Liſbon 
felt a ſudden ſhock, which in a very ſhort ſpace 
was ſeveral times repeated. For the ground was ſeen 
to move up and down, and like a ſhip to toſs alter- 
nately from eaſt to weſt, and from north to ſouth. 
At firſt the concuſſion was not ſo violent; but as it 
Increaſed by degrees, the floors and ciclings began to

. With a horrid noiſe, at length ſome of the ſteeples 
and walls to chink, and others to tumble down. 
From the ruins. immediately a prodigious cloud of duſt 
aroſe, which ſpread a ſudden darkneſs over the diſ- 


treſſed city; but after it had gradually ſubſided, the 


-fun ſhone forth again to the trembling and amazed 


inhabitants. In ſome places the ſhock was commu- 


nmieated by the tottering edifices to the greater and 
-tefſer bells, which fell a ringin 


g. In other places the 


tiles were ſeen to fly off the tops of houſes, like fea- 


thers blown about by the wind. No wonder then, 


chat in libraries the books tumbled out of their caſes, 
and that the furniture of houſes, as chairs, tables, and 
all utenſils, were turned topſy turvy. i 

In the mean time the inhabitants of Liſbon, frigh- 
tened at the extraordinary and ſudden diſaſter, 


ſome of them to fly from their houſes to the churches, 


others from the abandoned churches to their houſes : 
ſotne lamented their deceaſed wives, others were look. 
ing for their ſtrayed children: moſt of them lifted 


1 up their ſuppliant hands to heaven, invoking the bleſſed 


rgin : they all expreſſed a deteſtation of the fins of 


| their paſt life, made a confeſſion of them to the prieſts, 
begged pardon of the incenſed Deity, and ran from 


place to place, trembling with fear, and making the 


air reſound with their mournful cries. Some thought . 

- the day of judgment was at hand; others that it was 
come; while many were afraid that the earth would 

open its wide mouth and {wallow up the city of Liſ- 


bon, together with its inhabitants. For as the walls 
+ - nodded with the alternate pulſation, and the trem- 


bling earth emitted a moſt hideous ſound, the city 


did not ſeem to be ſhaken only, but torn. from its

Immediately after this ſhock, the houſes, the ſtreets

their brains daſhed out with the falling of the arches, 
others were cruſhed by the tumbling of the walls, 
moſt oſ them were overpowered and ſuffocated with 


the weight of the rubbiſh, in ſuch a heap of rafters 
and ſtones. Some were pulled out alive after four 


days, ſome after fix, and ſome after nine: ſurprizing 


nyſie Roſa Maria, a girl of fifteen years of age, is 
R- kRving and ſafe. This young lady, when firſt the 


buildings began to ſhake, took faſt hold of the image 
of faint Anthony of Liſbon, and her houſe tumbling 


down ſoon after, ſhe lay nine days buried in the ruins 


without any food, till ſhe was found aniong the dead. 


bodies, and taken out without the leaſt hurt, in the 
preſence of his lordſhip John Mello Sampayo, prelate 


of the holy patriarchal church, and of his majeſty's 


privy- council; a man not lefs illuſtrious for his vir- 
tues than for his birth, and to whom Liſbon owes as 
many civic crowns, as he ſaved citizens from imme- 
diate death, by drawing them from under the ruins; 
a man ſo humane and merciful, that he interred above 


two hundred and forty, with the aſſiſtance of a few of 


his attendants. But he who excelled all the reſt of the 
Portugueſe nobility in this kind of chriſtian duty, 
was Don John of Braganga, coufin-german to the 
king, and brother to the duke of Lafoens; who, to 
ſave the lives of others, generouſly ventured his own, 
frequently making the circuit of the whole town on 
foot, and employing himſelf either in burying the 
dead, or in ſaving the living, to the immortal glory 
of his name. Beſides, a great many were killed in 
their litters, as they were carried along the ſtreets, to- 
gether with their cattle and ſervants. Some had the 
misfortune of being killed by the ftone ſtair-caſes of 
their houſes, which fell upon their heads. 


But the greateſt havock-was in the churches, which

nity of the day. In ſome therefore periſhed fifty, in 
ſome a hundred; in ſome more, in others leſs, accord- 
ing to the nature of the buildings, their ſituation and 
ruins (1). The greateſt ſhock on this occaſion to pious 
and religious ſouls was the melancholy cafe of the ſa- 
cred images, ſome of which were torn all to pieces, 
others were buried in the ruins, and others conſumed 
by the flames. Of theſe the moſt remarkable was the 


picture of our Saviour carrying the croſs, in the church 
of our Lady of Grace, belonging to the Auſtin friars, 


famous for the particular devotion paid to it by the 
kings of Portugal, by the nobility, and by the whole 


body of the people, and for that reaſon carried about 


the city in proceſſion every year in time of Lent. This 
picture, after a diligent ſearch, was found at length 
the eighth day, and taken out of the ruins, by the care 
of the abovementioned don John of Braganga ; of don 
Joſeph Antony Francis Lupus, count of Oriola, and 
baron of Alvito; of don John Anſbertus of Noronha, 
count of S. Lawrenee; of Vaſques of Camara, ſon of 
the count of Ribeira. But what makes me ſhudder 
even to think of it, is that of the ſacred veſſels, in 
which the Bleſſed Sacrament is kept, ſome were de- 
ſtroyed by the fire, and others were buried under the 
ruins, ſo that they never could be found even after the 
moſt diligent ſearch. : 

Neither did the religious men and the ſacred vir- 
gins meet with a better fate. For of the Franciſcan 
triars, called Obſervants, twenty-one were killed, a- 


mong whom were father Joſeph of the Apocalypſe

Of the Dotninican nuns of the monaſ- 


tery of the Annunciation X. were killed. Of the mo- 


naſtery of S. Savivour XIV. Of the Franciſcan nuns a 
greater number. For in the monaſtery of S. Anne V. 
were cruſhed to death; in the monaſtery of mount 


Calvary XXII. in the monaitery of S. Clare LXIII. 


To theſe we muſt add a few of the order of S. Auſtin, 
and of the Conception (2). | 
This earthquake, the moſt terrible that was ever 
known or remembered in Portugal, laſted about ſeven 
minutes. It was followed by four more ſhocks of 
a ſhorter duration, but of greater violence. The firſt 
was on the ſaid firſt of November, at eleven o'clock ; 
the ſecond was on the eighth day of the ſame month, 


before break of day; the third the eleventh of Decem- 


ber, alſo before break of day; the fourth happened 
the twenty-firſt of the ſame month, about nine o'clock.

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But beſide theſe, there have been ſeveral other leſſer | 


concuſſions now theſe ſix months, and ſo frequently 


repeated, that from firſt to laſt they may be ſaid in all 


to have been 250; in conſequence of which moſt of 
the public buildings, and the greateſt part of the pri- 
vate houſes have been leveled to the ground. ' In ſome 
places the earth opened, but the apertures were ſo ſmall 
as could do no hurt (3). In ſome places the water of 
the wells became of a turbid colour, and of an offen- 
five ſmell. 7 ; 

What number of inhabitants were deſtroyed upon 
the whole, is very difficult to tell with any exaQtyeſs. 
Were we to reckon them at about 15,000, I think it 
would not be wide from the mark. For thoſe who 
pretended that there were 70, ooo killed, do not ſeem 


to have conſidered that the number of the perſons who 


r xx was not in pro portion to the number of 
ouſes demoliſhed. Among the chief nobility eight 
were killed ; don Bernard of Roccaberti, count of Pere- 


| lada, his catholic majeſty's ambaſſador to the court of 


Portugal; don Francis of Noronha, ſon of the mar- 
quiſs of Angeja, principal of the patriarchal church 
Antony de Mello de Caſtro, and Roch of Souſa; Anne 
Vincentia'of Noronha, countefs of Lumiares, with the 
eldeſt of her two daughters; Anne of Moſcoſo, married

to Gonſalvus Xaverius of Alcaſſovas Carneiro, with five 
and twenty more in her family; Iſabella Catharine Hen- 
riques married firſt to don Lewis Charles Machado of 
Mendonga, and afterwards to don Lorenzo of Almej- 
da (4).

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had ſcarce got to the threſhold, when the houſe 
tumbled down upon him, and involved him and nine 
ſervants in the ruins ; but his ſon and heir, an in- 
fant, was ſaved : his body was dug up and honoura- 
bly iaterred in the church belonging to the Benedictin 
monks. . 

Among the principal magiſtrates died Francis Lewis 
da Cunha and Ataide, ſenator of the court Palatine, 
high chancellor of the whole kingdom, and upwards 
of ninety years of age. To theſe we muſt add Peter 
de Mello Paz de-Ataide, ſecretary at war ; Emmanuel 
Varejaon de Tavora, dean of the cathedral church af 
Elva, and inquiſitorat Liſbon : Gaſpar Galvaon Caſtel- 
lobranco, and Emmanuel of Paſconcellos Gajo, both 
of them prelates of the holy patriarchal church, and of 


the king's council. Maria da Graga de Caſtro, mar- 


chioneſs of Lourical, having eſcaped the firſt danger, 
was giving thanks to God upon her knees for preſerv- 


ing the life of her daughter and heireſs, as yet an in- 
fant, when the walls ſuddenly fell down and bruiſed | 
her moſt terribly, ſo that ſhe died a few days atter at 


the: village of Caſcaes in the flower of her age.

a great partof the convent of our Lady of Grace, belong- 
ing to the Auſt in friars with the fine church, and the adjoin- 
ing church of our Lady of the Mountain; the monaſtery 

of our Saviour belonging to the Dominican nuns; the 
monaſtery of S. Monica belonging to the Auſtin nuns; 
the great court of juſtice; the very ancient caſtle, and 
within it the tower Do Tombo where the royal ar- 
chives are kept; but the greateſt part of the papers 
were preſerved by the extraordinary diligence of Em- 
manuel da Maya, governour of the ſaid tower: the 
palaces of the counts of Val dos Reys, and dos Arcos, 
of Laurence of Alencaſtre, of Emmanuel Antony 
of Mello and Souſa, and ſome others. 


In the center of the city, the houſe and church of 
the congregation of the oratory; part of the convent 
of Corpus Chriſti, belonging to the barefooted Carme- 
lites; the church and beautiful convent of S. Dominic;

ception; the monaſtery of Marvilla of the nuns of 
S. Bridget; the monaſtery of Chellas belonging to 
the regular Canoneſſes of S. Auſtin ; the monaſtery 
of mount Calvary belonging to the Franciſcan nuns ;

The firſt earthquake was immediately followed by 
an extraordinary and almoſt incredible rifing of the 
waters: whether it be that ſome ſubterraneous matter 
broke in Upon the ocean; or that the waters were ra- 
rifi2d by ſome ſecret fire which was the cauſe of their 


ſwelling z or that the ſame motion which ſhaked the 


earth, was communicated to the neighbouring ſea : 


this is certain, that at Caſcais, Setuval, Peniche, and 


in Algarves, a great many were drowned by the in- 
undation; and that at Liſbon the waters of the 
ocean overflowed the land above five furlongs further 
than uſual, whereby bridges were broke down, walls 
were overturned, and trunks of trees of an immenſe 
weight were thrown upon the ſhore. ; 

Thus the city being deſtroyed, and the ſea affording. 
no ſhelter, the only hopes the diſtreſſed citizens had 
left, was to fly into the neighbouring fields. Ac- 


cordingly they all flocked in crowds, ſome with their

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little children in their arms, others with the im 
of the ſaints, and moſt of them dubious where to 
ſtop. But here a new inconveniency aroſe, eſpecially 
to the women: for the numerous heaps of ruins had 
incumbered the ſtreets to ſuch a degree, that it was 
extremely difficult for any body to get forward. In 
ſome places they were obliged to climb, in others to 
creep, in others to force away the rubbiſh with 
their hands. Here you might ſee the ſacred virgins 
wandering in wild diſtreſs ; there the principal ladies 
of the kingdom treading upon heaps of ruins and on 
dead carcaſes; a dreadful and melancholy ſpectacle; 
for ſome of them were bare-footed, others had only their 
ſhifts on, moſt of them. were covered with duft, their 
countenances ghaſtly, and their hair diſhevelled. In 
this manner ſome of them walked three miles on foot, 
through a very perilous and rugged road. | 
Don Joleph Emmanuel, cardinal patriarch of Lif- 
bon, was carried out of his room upon his ſervants 
ſhoulders, juſt as it threatened to tumble down, and 
afterwards put into a litter, with which he retired to 
a country houſe belonging to the congregation of the 
Oratory, after loſing” {ix of his fervants. Their molt 
faithful majeſties, with the princeſs of Braſil, the in- 
fantas her ſiſters, and the infant Don Pedro, were at 
that time at their country palace, pleaſantly fituated, 
three miles out of town, on an eminence, towards the 
weſt. They all got out ſafe, juſt as the palace began 
to ſhake, and retired to another royal ſeat not far 
from thence, where they erected magnificent tents, 
ſuch as princes uſe in their camps, and in which th 
have now lived theſe ſix months. This village fa- 
mous for its ſtrong caſtle, and for its handſome quay; 
is by the inhabitants called Bethlehem or Belem, from 
a magnificent and ancient monaſtery of the monks of 
St. Jerome, founded by the great king —

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But the divine wrath not being yet aſſwaged, unhap- 
py Liſbon was afflited with a new calamity, the hea- 
vieſt of all: a fire ſuddenly broke out the ſame day in 
| various parts of the city. This is eafily accounted for, 
becauſe as ſuch a number of houſes and churches had 
been overturned, it was natural that the timber and 
furniture falling into the fire places within the houſes, 
and upon the tapers in the churches, ſhould be ſer on 
fire. And the people being quite ſtupified, and diſ- 
perſed about the fields in the height of their fright, 
the fire might eaſily ſpread on every ſide, and in four 
days time lay waſte a wealthy city, that had been the 
ſtaple of all Europe. For beſides more than one half 
of the private houſes, moſt of the principal buildings 
were conſumed by the flames. Among theſe were the 
convents and churches of the fathers of the Trinity, 
of the Carmelite friars, of the Portugueſe and Iriſh 
Dominicans, of the Franciſcans, of the bare-footed 
Auguſtinians, of the ſecular canons of St. John the 
Evangeliſt: The houſe and church of the congrega- 
tion of the Oratory, dedicated to the Holy Ghoſt ; 
the cuſtom-houſe; the patriarchal] church, with rhe 
palace and magnificent opera houſe : the church of St: 
Mary the greater, with the ancient palace of the arch- 
biſhops of Liſbon : the churches of our lady of the 
wounds,. of the martyrs, of the incarnation, of Lo- 
retto, of St. Paul, of St. Nicholas, of St. Julian, of 
St. Juſta, of St. Mary Magdalen, of the immaculate 
Conception old and new, of Mercy, of St. Antony, 
of the holy Croſs, of the bleſſed Sacrament; and 
others. The palaces of the dukes of Braganga, of 
Lafoens, of Aveiro, and part of that of Cadaval :

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To theſe we muſt add a great famous libraries: 


among the reſt the King's library (6); rich in manu- 


ſcripts and in old ſcarce editions: the libraries of the 
duke of Lafoens, of the marquiſs of Lourical, of the 
count of Vimieiro, of the Dominicans, of the Carme- 
lites, of the Franciſcans, of the Congregation of the 
Oratory, where father Dominic Pereira of the ſame con- 
gregation, had depoſited almoſt every thing that had 
been written r the Bleſſed Virgin Mary, hav- 
ing ſpent ſeveral years labour in making this collection, 
and been aſſiſted moreover by the munificence and ge- 
neroſity of his moſt faithful majeſty K. John V. whoſe 
great favourite he was. To theſe we may add ſuch a 
multitude of records, public deeds, bonds, books of 
merchants accompts, books of baptiſms, funerals and 


_ genealogies, without which no property can be ſettled, 


nor rights of inheritance ſufficiently proved. Add alſo 
the immenſe quantity of gold and filver plate and coin: 
add likewiſe the almoſt infinite multitude of valuable 
pictures, hangings, pearls, diamonds, and other pre- 
cious ſtones (7). In a word every thing moſt magni- 
ficent and valuable in the whole gity, was for the moſt 


part ſpoiled, conſumed and deſtroyed by the devour- 


ing flames.

| The firſt night moſt of the inhabitants ſpent with- 
out ſleep in the open air; for as the ſhocks were every 


now and then repeated, and as 'the whole city lay 


involved in flames and ſmoke, it was impoſſible 


to take any reſt. And if perchance a perſon happened 
to be overpowered by ſleep, he was ſoon awaked 


dy the cries of the multitude all around him, im- 
ploring the divine mercy, and the interceſſion of 


the ſaints. Who would have imagined that the in- 
habitants of fo populous, To wealthy, fo magnificent 
and luxurious a city, ſhould be reduced to fuch a de- 
oree of miſery and want, as to be obliged at firſt to 


have recourſe to little tents made of blankets and ſheets, 


and afterwards to wooden huts, to defend themſelves 
againit the inclemency of the weather ? At that 


time there was ſuch a fcarcity of proviſions of every 


fort, that thoſe who had nothing but dry bread, thought 
themſelves very rich and happy. x 5 

This indeed is certain, that had it not been for the 
particular care and generoſity of our moſt humane ſo- 
vereign, multitudes muſt have ſtarved with hunger, 
and more have periſhed of diſeaſes. His Majeſty di- 
ſtributed medicines for the ſick, and proviſions for 
thoſe that were in health: he ordered proper places of 
reception for the ſacred virgins; he repaired the mo- 
naſteries that were damaged: he aſſiſted ſeveral with 
materials for propping the ruinous buildings, and with 
money. In this reſpect the example of this good and 
generous monarch, was followed by the princes and 
princeſſes of the royal family, by. che cardinal patriarch, 
by the counts of Ribeira and Redondo, and ſeveral o- 
ther lords and private perſons. Among the religious 
orders, thoſe that diſtinguiſned themſelves on this oc- 
calion, were the canon regulars of S. Auſtin, -the Be- 
nedictine monks, the Hermits of S. Paul, the Minims, 
the Jeſuits, the Fathers of the Congregation of the Ora- 
tory, and others: whom = majclity thought deſerving

The king in his great Fu made ' ſeveral other | 
regulations a r the public ſafety. Among the reſt, that 


none of the magiſtrates oh. the nobility ſhould Jouve 


Liſbon; and that the prices of things ſhould be the 
fame as before. Perſons were -likewiſe ſent to all the 
ta of the kingdom, to invite thoſe who had 


fled from the city to come back again, and to uſe com- 


pulſion if requiſite with the labourers and artificers. 
A number of ſoldiars were ordered from the different 
towns of Extremadura and Alemtejo, to reinforce the 
king's tr. « + at Liſbon, where they were employed in 


atten miniſters and royal officers in burying the 


dead be in levelling the ſtreets and highways, and 


in kg ſeveral places as well ſacred as profane. 


For there was ſuch a number of thieves and villains 
diſperſed about the town, that no houſe was ſafe from 
being robbed, no church from being facrilegiouſly - 
1 And ſuch was the cruelty and avarice of 
ome, that they did not even ſpare the dead bodies, 


but ſtripped the men of their words, watches, and 


buckles, and the women of their fans, rings, and 5 Jew- 
els. 

His majeſty gave orders for proceed ing with the ut- 
moſt ſeverity and without delay againſt offenders of 


that ſort. In conſequence whereof in a few days thirty 


four were hanged, viz. eleven Portugueſe, ten Spani- 
ards, five Iriſhmen, three Savoyards, two 4 na 
one Polander, one Flandrican, and one Moor (8). The

in Portugal; a perſon extremely active and induſtrious, 
of great courage and prudence, remarkably affabley and 
patient, in a high degree, of labour, hunger and 
want-of reſt, whenever the public ſafety; was in danger. 
In the mean time the cardinal patriach was diſcharg» 
ing the duty of a good paſtor. With this view: he . 
dered tents to be erected in different places for dh 
celebrating of divine ſerv.ce: he granted licence to all 
rieſts whatſoever of hearing — he ordered a 
public faſt of ſeveral days in honour of the bleſſed Vir- 
gin; and took care that public as well as private prayers 
ſhould be offered up for appealing the divine wrath. 
For this purpoſe the whole city in ſolemn proceſſion 


repaired to the church of our Lady of diſtreſs, on Sun- 


day the ſixteenth of November, to offer up thanks to 
God for the preſervation of thoſe who were living; & 
which ceremony were preſent their majeſties with the 
whole royal family. And it was decreed by a public 
vow, that the ſame ſhould be repeated every year, on 
the feſtival of the Virgin Mary's proteCtion, with an 
annual public faſt. | 

Again on Friday the thirteenth of December, the 
clergy in a body, with almoſt all the religious orders, 
and a numerous appearance of the nobility, went to the 
church of S. Joachim. From thence they-moved in flow 


proceſſion to the foreſaid church of our Lady of diſtreſs, 


bare-footed, with their eyes fixed on the ground, and 


with loud voices imploring the divine mercy and the 


interceſſion of his ſaints: a very moving and religious 


pectacle. At the head of the proceſſion, Joſeph Dan- 


tas Barboſa, archbiſhop of Lacedæmon, vicar general 
to the patriarch of Liſbon, walked bare- foot. Next 
to him followed with the ſame humility and devotion, 
the nobility clad in black, the religious.orders, and the 
three claſſes of principals, prelates, and canons, = |

the church of our Lady of diſtreſs, the fathers of the 
* of the Oratory waſhed the feet of their 
gueſts with warm water, and wiped them with towels, 
in which act of Chriſtian humility and devotion they 
were aſſiſted by the example of the 
monſignor Filippo Acciaioli. The novelty of the cere- 


mony renewed the memory of the late calamity, which 
made the tears trickle down their cheeks ; and it was 


impoſſible even for the moſt inhuman to behold ſo ten- 


der and religious a ſpectacle without being deeply af- 
fected. 


Such are the particulars I had to relate concerning the 


late earthquake and fire of Liſbon, the greateſt part of 
which 1 either ſaw myſelf, having been in all parts of 
the town for that purpoſe, or had from thoſe who were 
eye witneſſes of the melancholy fcene. ed
